Miss Love Ssup- 
ported with her usual archness, boldness, and vivacity, the metry 
Vespina, and sang in excellent style the song, “ Oh, lore ts a this- 
chievous boy,’ in which she is asualy encored. Zhe Hunter of the 
Alps followed ; and the new grand Egyptian Romance, entitled’ The 
Spirits of the Moon, completed the amuseniénts of the évening.~ 
Our remarks on this drama have been already give ; and we have 
nothing further to observe respecting it, except that tlie performers 
sustained their parts as well as they were enabled to do, if a piece 
which is “ got up” for no other purpose than the exhibition of splondid 
scenery and magnificent dresses. The audience appeared perfectly 
satisfied with the amusements of the night, and the more juvenile 
portion greeted them with continued plaudits.

There was the horror 
and desperation of the son at the cousequences of his folly, mingled 
with the terror of the father at the appearances of that desperation. 
Tt was a high-wrought scene, and reilected the greatest credit on the 
talent of both Mr. Munpen and Mr. Extistoy, the last of whom 
played Young Dornton, throughout, in a style that makes us deeply 
regret another such representative of Old Dornion is not likely 
to arise, to afford continued opportnunities of exhibiting such excellent 
acting. ‘There is a melancholy pleasure derived from the latest efforts 
of a long ‘established favorite, that sends back memory to all that 
we have seén and heard from him in the course of his bright career.
